The general election in Cof- 
foe on Tuesday, November 7th, 
was a very quite one through- 
out the entire county. Al- 
though all state Democratic 
officers had Republican oppe- 
nents, only a small number of 
republican votes were cast in 
the county. For the state of- 
ficers the total republican vete 
in the county ranged from 
twenty-two to thirty. In the 
place for Congressman, Mr. 
Carlos E. Rabeits, weil known 
Coffee county citizen, who was 
opposing Henry B. Steagall, 
received 2 total of ninety-one 
votes in the county, forty-five 
of these having been cast in 
Mr. Robcrt’s home voting pre- 
cinct.
